A gate malfunctioned on the Folsom Dam in Sacramento,
California, resulting in the issuance of a flash flood warning for the
American River.

Containment is
anticipated today.

Outlook: A FIRE WEATHER WATCH 1is posted in northeast Nevada for dry
lightning. High pressure aloft will be centered over the Rockies bringing
very warm and dry weather from Washington and Oregon into ldaho and Montana.
An upper low will be along the central California coast. The combination of
the two systems will spread scattered wet thunderstorms across southern
California, Arizona, New Mexico, the southern half of Nevada, Utah and
Colorado. Isolated to widely scattered dry thunderstorms are forecast for
eastern Oregon, northern Nevada and Utah, southern Idaho and southwest
Wyoming. Most of the interior West will have highs iIn the 80"s and 90°s.
Temperatures of over 100 degrees are expected in the desert Southwest. The
potential for increased initial attack activity remains In areas where dry
lightning is forecast.
